Declaratory  Resolution  No.  618-1929. 


For  the  widening  of  Edsall  Avenue  on  the  west  side  from  the  south 
right  of  way  line  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  to 
the  south  line  of  the  now  existing  Dwenger  Avenue;  also  for  the  opening 
and  straightening  of  Dwenger  Avenue  from  the  east  line  of  Whites  Fourth 
Addition  to  the  west  line  of  Edsall  Avenue;  also  for  the  vacation  of 
the  south  thirty  (30)  feet  of  the  now  existing  Dwenger  Avenue  from  the 
east  line  of  Whites  Fourth  Addition  to  a point  ten  (10)  feet  west  of 
the  west  line  of  Edsall  Avenue  as  now  existing. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  widen  Edsall  Avenue 
on  the  west  Ifcide  from  the  south  right  of  way  line  of  the  New  York, 

Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  to  the  south  line  of  the  now  existing 
Dwenger  Avenue;  also  to  open  and  straighten  Dwenger  Avenue  from  the 
east  line  of  F/hites  Fourth  Addition  to  the  west  line  of  Edsall  Avenue; 
also  to  vacate  the  south  thirty  (30)  feet  of  the  now  existing  Dwenger 
Avenue  from  the  east  line  of  Whites  Fourth  Addition  to  a point  ten  (10) 
feet  west  of  the  west  line  of  Edsall  Avenue  as  now  existing. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  widening,  street 
opening  and  straightening  and  street  vacation  as  above  described  now 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  widening  of  Edsall  Avenue  to  be  made  by  condemning  and  appro- 
priating for  street  purposes  a strip  of  land  located  in  the  Southeast 
Quarter  of  Section  6,  Township  30  North,  Range  13  East,  described  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  south  line  of  the 
New  York,  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  and  the  west  line  of  the  now 
existing  Edsall  Avenue;  thence  northwest  along  the  north  line  of  said 
railroad  right  of  way  to  a point  wMhh  is  ten  (10)  feet  west  of  the 
west  line  of  Edsall  Avenue;  thence  north  and  parallel  to  the  west  line 
of  Edsall  Avenue  to  the  south  line  of  the  now  existing  Dwenger  Avenue; 
thence  southeast  along  the  south  line  of  the  now  existing  Dwenger  Avenue 
to  the  west  line  of  the  now  existing  Edsall  Avenue;  thence  south  on 
the  west  line  of  Edsall  Avenue  as  now  existing  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  opening  and  straightening  of  Dwenger  Avenue  to  be  made  by 
condemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a strip  of  land  fifty 
(50)  feet  in  width  located  in  the  Southeast  Quarter  of  Section  6.  fflwwn- 
ship  30  North,  Range  13  East,  the  south  line  of  which  is  thirty  (30) 
feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Dwenger  Avenue  produced  east  from  the 
east  line  of  Whites  Fourth  Addition  to  the  east  line  of  Edsall  Avenue 
produced  north, and  the  north  line  of  which  is  twenty  (20)  feet  north 
of  the  center  line  of  Dwenger  Avenue  produced  east  from  the  east  line 
of  Whites  Fourth  Addition  to  the  east  line  of  Edsall  Avenue  produced 
north. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  street  widening,  street  opening  and  straightening  and  street  vaca- 
tion as  above  described  is  described  as  all  lots  and  lands  abutting 
on  and  lying  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  on  both  sides  of 
Edsall  Avenue  from  Maumee  Avenue  to  Dwenger  Avenue  and  on  both  sides  of 
Dwenger  Avenue  from  Edsall  Avenue  to  Glasgow  Avanue. 
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All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning 
Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1905,  and  the  provisions 
of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof,  including 
the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  install- 
ments, with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per  cent  per  annum.  Under 
no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Eort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  or  be  held 
responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner  or  owners 
for  said  condemnation  of  property  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or 
bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property 
damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by 
the  city  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages  to  property  or  such 
moneys  as  said  city  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All 
proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvements,  assessment  of  pro- 
perty, collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor  shall 
be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto 
and  supplements  thereof. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by 
the  above  street  widening,  street  opening  and  straightening  and  street 
vacation  being  situated  in  the  South  fractional  Half  of  Section  6, 
Township  30  North,  Range  13  Eastand  lying  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Eort  Wayne,  Indiana.
